GREAT STRIKE OVER.
TUB PACKERS Fl.VA.LLT YIXLD

To the Eloquent rieudluga of llurry »oil
L'urliou, After llefualof to Obey tUe

Order of tieneral Maater Work-
muuVowUerly.Strike Note*,

Ciiicaoo, Not. 14.Thefinishing blow
to tho strike of 25,000 gtockyud employed
was given to-night, anil the strike la virtu¬
ally a thing o< the paat. A mass meeting
of the Knighta of Labor assemblies in¬
volved was held In QermuU hall to¬
night. Nearly 3,000 men crowded each
other in the narrow apace and gave evi¬
dence of the greatest excitement and high¬
ly wrought ieellng. The meeting had not
been long in progress when the question
waa put to the assemblage, "Shall the
order of Qeneral Maater Workman
Powderly be obeyed and the atrike
ended?"
A largo element refrained from voting,

and only UU5 men gave tokens ol obedi¬
ence, They were juat 1,112 angry voices
ot distent. Barry and Carlton, who were
on the platform refuted to take the vote
as the sense of the meeting and pleaded
for a ruconalderatlon, They declared
earnestly that 1,142 votes should not be
allowed to keep 2S,0C0 men from work,
and from obedience to the highest author¬
ity in tbo Knights of I.nbor, Urad-
ually the two ieadora gained sway over
tho multitude ami by another vote It
wai declared that the vote should not be
regarded as Uecielva. Then Carlton and
Harry Hung theuiaelves into tho breach
they had created, and with eloquent
words appealed to the sober judgmont of
the men; argued with their ee I'-iuterest
and pictured tho horrore aluioat inevita¬
ble should tbey persist in refusal. The
sneeuheB carried tue meeting by storm
When tho Ian word hail been spoken a
unanimous vuta waa taken to obey the or¬
der of I'owderly and resume work to¬
morrow. A feature of the meeting was
the a>anraneu giveu the men by ilarry
that tli«y would all sooner or later secure,
tbo plauaj they bad quit.

ltichsrd Powers, Ki-Presldeqt of the
Herman's Union vehemently declared
the Powderly owlet arbitrary and dicta¬
torial. The strikers, tho men on the
ground asserted, were In tho best position
to dccide on the propor course, and they
were In favor of continuing the strike.
If any outside pressure was brought to
bear to eniorce the order, it would result
in a schism in the Knights of labor, the
destruptloq qf (hat organisation in this
»art of the country, and thp crippling ol
Its lnlluence throughout' tho land. Jt
was In vain that the opponents of the res-
ol|)tion pointed out tbat disobedience to
Bowtierly'g order foqid be lust as de¬
structive to the llnigbts. Schilling and
Powers parried their point. The Assem¬
bly immediately adjourned.

previous yean. The total receipts Irom
all sources ol Internal Revenue taxation
(or the flioal year ended June 30,1880,
were 1110,002,871), as compared with *112.-
431,121 (or the year 1885, $121,600,030 lor
1884, $14-1,654,311 lor 1883, and $140,523,-
273 lor the year ol 1882. A itateuient ol
withdrawal lor consumption during the
put year as compared with the preceding
year shows a large Increase In ail articles
ol taxation, except muff, ol whlch .thtre
wuadecreueol $105,747. The principalincroue wu in cigars, cigarettes aud
spirits distilled Irom grain.

The prosecution claims that the ontlro
lynohlng was done by tho four men, with
Malone as the principal, and tho othora
as accessor1,as,aud that Johnson was killed
before he was hung up with tho rope.
